The  depredations ot this: so-called 
“visiting comrhittee’’ were. carried out 
in.a delberate manner and with all the 
dispatch of. professional criminals- ac- 
cording to employes. Their methods 
mark anew. departure from accepted 
union -tactics: in /bringing “non-unioh 
shops into line. Heretofore lead pipes 
wrapped in newspapers, harsh: threats 
and possibly the theft: of a few. gar- 
ments have been the outstanding acts 
of “visting committees.’’

Each of the six 
men was husky, employes said, but they 
used pistols and sulphuric acid and 
avoided physical exertion.

Employes Are Threatened. ei 

Reubeh Rosenberg had just gone out 
to lunchéon when the armed men ap- 
peared. — Miss. Helen Cohen, telephone 
operator at work jn an outer office, 
was the first employe the men encoun- 
tered. Five of the men paid no. atten- 
tion to her, but one stopped at her side 
and, shifting a pistol from his hip 
pocket to his coat pocket, in which he let 
his hand remain, warn iss Cohen to 
male no outcry and to ignore the 

hboard for a’ while. 

While he stood guard over her an ex- 
press company messenger entered and 
asked the operator if there were any- 
thing for him. Miss Cohen replied-calm- 
ly that there was nothing at that time, 
and asked him to come back :d&ter.

Employes rushed to the front windows 
in time, they said, to see the men’ speed 
northward. 

As soon as;the men started: downstairs 
Miss Cohen notified the police by tele- 
phone and reserves and other policemen 
came on the run. They obtained fair de- 
scriptions. of members of the ‘‘visiting 
committee’’ but had not made an arrest 
late -yesterday.

ALBANY, N. X. July 17.—The Court 
of Appeals has unanimously affirmed a 
judgment of the Appellate: Division, Sec- 
ond. Department, which reversed:a final 
judgment entered’ in Kings County. re- 
straining Police Commissioner Richard 
E. Enright from interfering with.-any 
coin machines known as the “Triangle 
automatic satesman.’’ j 

The case has. been pending since Aug. 
13, 1923. Leo P. Byk and Robert Ed- 
wards, who did business as the Triangle 
Novelty Company, sought to restrain the 
Police Commissioner: from -interfering 
with and seizing the machines owned 
by them. The plaintiffs alleged that the 
machine was not a gambling device, but 
that for each. nickel put into the =ma- 
chine the holder received mint gum and 
premium checks which were redeemable 
in’ merchandise. Bach machihe was 
valued at $250,. They were rented out 
to various. stords. 

In the answer to the complaint, Com- 
missioner. Enright, -through ~George 
P. Nicholson, Corporation Counsel, ad- 
‘mitted that persons® who ‘had. been ar- 
rested when the machines were seized 
had been subsequently discharged. ‘The 
machines: were later recovered» by -re- 
plevin, Following the: judgment of the 
Appellate Division, the plaintiffs ad- 
pealed to the highest court. No-opthion 


was .written by the:Court of Appeals in 
determining the case finally: 


The: Triangle ._Navelty, Com mmpany, case 
perhaps attracted the most attention of 
any of. the cases that grew out of the 
attempt of thé police to stop the opera- 
tion of slot.machinés...,The:
